SPRINGFIELD. Ills , April 11.—There was 


barely a quorum present in tho legislature 
Saturday. A number of bills woro ad- 
vancod, one being to exempt from poll tax 
and road labor veterans over 40 years of age; 
others woro to prevent prostitution and pro- 
curation,to secure non-forfeitablolifopolicios 
after two premiums are paid, to regulate 
production and use of dynamite, tho military 
appropriation bill—J2S5.000. Tho senate ad- 
vanced to second roading John A. Lylo's 
claim, tho game protection bill, prohibiting 
false stock registration and legalizing wire 
fences, Bills wero passed to third roading 
to prevent tho sale of immature veal and to 
mako fifty pounds a bushel of sweet potatoes; 
also to organize farmers' live stock insurance 
companies, and to allow insurance com- 
panies to insure livo stock on tho premises.

EnooKLYX, April 10.—To-day being Easter 


Sunday tho tabci'nac'o was profusely do- 
corated with flowers. Tho pulpit, tho pillars, 
and tbo galleries were ono groat garden 
of bloom. Professor Browne, tho organist, 
and Professor Ali, tho cornetist, rondornd 
selections from Handel, Haydn and Bee- 
thoven, appropriate to tho day celebrated. 
Tho subject o£ Dr. Talmago'3 discourse- was 
"The Overthrow o" tho Monster." and his 
text, Isaiah, xxv, S: "Ho will swallow up 
death in victory." Dr. Talmago said: 


About 1S33 Easter mornings have awakened 


tho earth. In Franco for three centuries tho 
almanacs -niado tlio year begin nt Easter, 
until Ch.trlos IX mado tho year begin at 
Jan. 1. In the tower of London thoro is a 
.royal pay roll o£ Edward I, on which thero is 
an entry of eighteen pence for 400 colored 
and pictured Easter eggs, with which tho 
IK'Oplo sported. In Russia slaves "vvcro fed 
and alms wero distributed on Eostsr. Ecclesi- 
astical councils met at Pontus, at Gaul, at 
Homo, at Achaia, to decide tho particular day, 
nnd after a controversy, moro animated tban 
gracious, decided it, and now through all 
Christendom, lu sonw way tho first Sunday 
.iCter tho full moon which happens upon or 
next aftor March 21 is filled.with Easter 
rejoicing. 


Tbo ro3~al court of tho Sabbaths is made up 


of fifty-two. Fifty-one aro princes in tho 
royal household, but Easter is quocn. She- 
rears richer diadem and sways a moro jew- 
eled scepter, and in her smile nations aro ra- 
diated. Unusually welcome this year bocauso 
of the harsh winter and tho late spring, sho 
r;eems to step out of tbo snow bank rather 
than tbo conservatory, como out of tho north 
instead of the south, out of tho Arctic rather 
tban the tropics, dismounting from tho icy 
equinox; but welcome this queenly day, 
holding high up in her right linnd tho 
wrenched oft bolt of Christ's sopulcher and 
holding high up in her loft hand tho key to 
all tho cemeteries in Christendom.

William 
Tennent, a. groat ovongeiist of tholasS gener- 
tion, of whom Dr. Archibald Alexander, a 
man far from being sentimental, wrote in 
most eulogistic terms—Rev. William Tonnent 
seemed to uio. Eis spirit departed. People 
camo in day after day and said: 


"Ho is dead, ho is dead." But tho soul that 


fled returned, and William Tennent lived to 
write- out tbo experiences of -what ho had soon 
wbilo his soul was gono.

Physiologists toll us that while tbo most of 
,-nir bodies are 'built with such wondcrM 
ocouomy th:tt wo co:i spnro nothing, i;ud tbo 
loss of n flr.ger is a hindermenr, ai:d the in- 
jury of a too joint makes us lamo, still that 
we bavo two or three useless physical ap- 
parati, and no anatomist or physiologist has 
(jv_er. been abla to tsll v.iit they are ~ood for. 


They'aro no doubt tbo"lounaatr6n "of the 
resurrection body, worth nothing to us in 
this state, to bo indispensably valuable in tho 
noil slate. Tbo Jewish rabbis had only a 
hint of this suggestion when they said tbat in 
tbo human frame thoro was a small boao 
which they said was to bo the basis of tho 
resurrection body. Perhaps that may havo 
been n delusion. But this thing is certain, tbo 
Christian scientists of our day cave found out 
thr.t thoro aro two or three superfluities of 
body that are something gloriouslysuggestive 
of another state. 


I called at my friend's houso one summer 


day. I found tho yard all piled up with the

cember and the succeeding first day o" 
July. 
Section 3. It shall bfl unlawful to kill 


or take by uny means, contrivance tr de-
